DISASTER OCCURS IN MICHIGAN 


Wreck Catches Afire, H unting B o dies 


o f Victims— C arelessness Is 
C harg ed 


Durand, .Mich.,

29.— Fifteen 
b odies have b een recovered from the 
wreck of Grand Trunk train No. 14, 
Chicago to Montreal, which was « (ruck 
b y train No, 2 three mile cast of this 
city . 
The w:*eck im mediately caught fire 
and m any of the b odies were cremated 
almost b ey ond recognition. Nearly all 
the dead were in the re ar sleeper a t ­ 
tached to No. 14. 
More than a score of passengers and 
tr ain m en were injured, some prob ab ly 
fatally .

Train No. 14 from Chica- 
to Montreal and othe r eastern points 
had troub le with Its engine and was 
stopped to make repairs.

the only information he had that an 
other train was stopped

A relief train was made up at Bat tie 
Creek and rushed to the scene of the 
wreck with doctors and nurs es and 
hospital supplies. 
H undreds of fa rm e rs from surround­ 
ing districts hurried to the wreck a t ­ 
tracted b y the flames which lighted 
the sky for miles. 
They aided in re ­ 
covering b odies and aiding injured.
